could not afford to purchase costly missals, ele- 
gantly written and painted in vellum. Specimens 
of these rude efforts of illuminated prints may be 
seen in Strutt’s Dictionary of Engravers. ‘The 
Bobleian library possesses the originals. 

Jn the productions of early printing may be dis- 
tinguished the various splendid editions they made 
of Primers, or Praycr-bosks. ‘They were embel- 
lished with cuts finished in a most elegant taste ; 
many of them were ludicrous, and several were 
obscene.
